Beit enaoted by the Legislature of the Stats of Minnesota:

Seoriox 1. That the following sums of money, or
s0 much thereof as may be necessary, be, and the
same are hereby appropriated out of any moneys in
the treasury, belonging to the general revenue fund
not otherwise appropriated :

1st. For deficiency of apprepriation for taking cen-
sus for eighteen hundred and sixty-five, five hundred
dollurs.

2nd. For deficiency of appropriation for convey-
ing convicte to state prison, four hundred dollars.

8d. For deficiency of appropriation for publishing
laws in German papers, three hundred dollars,

4th. For deficiency of appropriation for salary of
judge of the seventh judicial district, eight hundred
and thirty-three dollars and thirty-three cents.
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5th. For deficiency of appropriation for suplport of
indigent insane, five thousand two hundred dollars.

6th. For deficiency of appropriation for expenses
of the Deaf, Dumb and Blind Institute, two thousand
five hundred dollars.

7th. For deficiency of appropriation for state prison
cells, seven handred and ninety-three dollars and
seventy-two cents.

8th. For deficiency of appropriation for contingent
expenses of state treasurer, one hundred and forty
dollars.

9th. For deficiency of appropriation for contingent
dxpenses of adjutant general, eighty-five dollars angd
thirty-seven cents, .

10th. For deficiency due for clerk hire in adjutant
general’s office, seven hundred and nineteen dollars
and fify-three cents.

11th. For deficiency due forregisters, and receivers’
fees for locating internal improvement lands, to be
paid out of the internal improvement fund, two thous-
and dollars,

12th, For deficiency due for repairs done in legis-
lature halls and supreme court room, six hundred and
sixty-two dollars and fifty cents.

13th. TFor deficiency due for per diem and expenses
of the commissioners for the equitable adjustment of
the state railroad bonds, one thousand four hundred
dollars.

14th. For deficiency due for packing boxes for ses-
gion laws, fifty-four dollars.

Seo. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage.
